They are now required to 
pay 50 and 60 cents. ' New cabbage at 
this time last year could be bought at 
$1 per 100. The price is now $1.75. 


Nebraska Crops In Danger.

has blighted the hopes of a bumper 
corn crop and have materially dam- 
aged the spring wheat and range grass 
districts.

Bingmaun and Laura Victorellis by 
their attorney, Gil C. Daughterly, 
have commenced 
an action 
iu the 


iommon Pleas Court against the B. & 
O. and the P. C. and St. L. railway 
companies asking for an injunction. 


The plaintiffs say that they are the 


owners of property abutting upon East 
Walnut street That the railway com- 
panies ha\e encroached without right 
on said street in front of the roal P«- 
tate of plaintiffs from time to time, 
until their tracks and ties are at one 
point as close as 12 feet, and at no 
point more than 20 feet from the line 
of plaintiff's real estate. That the en- 
croachments have nearly 
all been 


made with a strong hand and without 
any right or authority. That the plain- 
tiff has a business room now used as a' 
restamant and saloon on the south- 
east corner of his lot. Also a residence 
building, also the Korzenborn saloon 
and brewery; that Walnut street is 
the onlj street by which access can be 
had to plaintiffs' premises. That the 
successful operation of said saloon 
and biewery business all depend upon 
maintaining said street open and pro- 
tecting it against further encroach- 
ments by defendants. 


Plaintiffs say that the defendants 


are making preparations to take forci- 
ble possession of all the remaining 
roadbed of said Walnut street by con- 
structing an additional track thereon 
in front of plaintiff's real estate, and 
that they will do so unless restrained 
by the order of this Court; that the 
iron and ties for this purpose are on 
the ground and the survey for said 
track has been made, and that it is 
the purpose of defendants to construct 
the same by force and stealth against 
the rights and without compensation 
to plaintiffs. 
That no authority has 


been received from the City Council 
for the laying of the track and that de- 
fendants propose to lay this track 
without such authority or permission 
and 
without 
compensation to the 


plaintiffs. 
Plaintiffs clainf that the 


laying of this track or the further en- 
croachments upon this street would be 
a great damage and injury to their 
property and business and would in- 
crease the danger from fire and to life 
and lessen the comforts of the occu- 
pancy of the home of Charles and Car- 
oline Bingmann by noise a(td smoke, 
resulting from the near approach of 
cars to their residence, and would en- 
,tirely obstruct and close said Walnut 
street in front of their residence for 
which they would have no adequate 
remedy at law. Plaintiffs ask that de- 
fendants be enjoined by injunction for 
laying track on Walnut street in front 
of their real estate and from any oth- 
er encroachments towards their real 
'State with 
the track, ties, switch, 


switch-stand and interlocking switch- 
es, or any other belongings of their 
track, or from taking possession of 
the street or any part of the same, and 
that the injunction may, at the final 
hearing, be made perpetual, and for 
costs and all proper relief. 


A temporary injunction and restrain- 


ng order was granted by the Com- 
mon Pl-eas Court.

Two Letters Over Forged Signatuns 


of Lacuna Were Dictated by Fuus- 
tou— Thrilling Description of the 
Attack on Aguinaldo's Bodyguard 
and freizure of the Noted Filipino. 
Washington, July 13.—General Fun- 


ston's official report to the war de- 
part describing the capture of Agui- 
naldo has been made public. 


The report, written May 6, states in 


detail all facts relating to the cap- 
ture of Aguinaldo which were maxle 
public at that time. General Funston 
shows that his entire plan of the ex- 
pedition was submitted to the com- 
manding general of the department of 
northern Luzon,, and then was sent to 
General MacArthur, by whom it was 
approved. General Funston goes into 
details concerning the faptijr»<1 Cor- 
respondence from Aguinaldo and the 
use he made of Cecilio Sagismundo, 
who had presented himself to Lieu- 
tenant J. D. Taylor of the Twenty- 
fourth infantry with letters of Agui- 
aaldo that he was to deliver to vari- 
DUS Filipino chiefs. General Funston 
,lives the following account of the 
i'orged letters which were used to de- 
ceive Aguinaldo: 


"Oct. 24, 1900, while scouting in the 


vicinity of Gapan, Nueva Ecija. I had 
surprised the insurgent chief, Lacuna, 
in his camp, and had captured, among 
other things, 
some writing paper 


which bore his honor's seal. On this 
paper two letters were written to 
Aguinaldo over the carefully forged 
signature of Lacuna. One of these 
letters was dated Feb. 24, 1901, at Eu- 
lac, a place in the mountains past of 
Panaranda. In it Lacuna acknowl- 
edged the receipt of the Aguinaldo 'et- 
ters of Jan. 13 and 14, and thanked 
him for' the confirmation of his (La- 
cuna's) appointment as brigadier gen- 
eral some time previously by Alejan- 
drino. 
It will be remembered that 


the letters of Aguinaldo referred to 
had fallen into our hands. Our letter 
indulged in the usual rhetoric employ- 
ed by the insurgent chiefs in their 
correspondence and gave a glowing 
account of the progress- of the cam- 
paign from the standpoint of Lacuna. 
Another letter, supposedly from the 
same place, but dated Feb. 28, was 
prepared stating that the writer had 
just received a communication from 
Baldomero AguinalSo to send one 
of his best companies under a reliable 
chief to Emilio Aguinaldo in Isabela. 
In accordance with these orders, he 
was sending this force under Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Hilario Placido. The let- 
ter, he stated, had been captured by 
the Americans a year ago, and after 
his release he had lived in Jaen, but 
recently had taken to the field again 
when ordered to do so by Lacuna. 
This was included in the letter for 
fear that Aguinaldo might have heard 
that Placido had been captured by 
the Americans and had taken the oath 
of allegiance. The letter also stated 
that Aguinaldo's courier, Cecilio Sag- 
ismundo, was with Lacuna and would 
accompany the column. These two 
letters were dictated by me but were 
written by Segovia. We were in pos- 
session of a number of samples of La- 
cuna's signature and had previously 
succeeded in executing a very neat 
forgery of his autograph at the end of 
each of the two sheets." 


Taken by Surprise. 


Of the actual capture General Fun- 


ston says: "The Maccabebes started 
up into the town and we heard a few 
shots, followed by scattered firing. 
We hastily crossed the river and run-

The Mac- 
cabebes were so excited that their 
fire was ineffective. 
But two of the 


insurgents were killed, the remainder 
in^their flight throwing away 18 rifles 
and 1,000 rounds of ammunition. As 
soon as Segovia had given the order 
he ran back into the house and opened 
fire on the officers surrounding Agui- 
naldo. He wounded Villa and Alham- 
bra. 
The latter jumped out of the 


house into the river, and was not scrn 
again. Villa, on being wounded, sur- 
rendered, as did also Santiago Barce- 
lona, Aguinaldo's treasurer. The five 
remaining officers escaped from • the 
house and swam the river. Placido 
seized Aguinaldo and told him that hf> 
.was a prisoner of the Americans. At 
this juncture the Americans arrived 
on the scene and gave their attention 
to getting the Maccabebes under con- 
trol and protecting the prisoners from 
them. One Maccabebe was slightly 
wounded in the forehead."

Shot Himself in a Room at the 


Palace Hotel. 


CincinncT;, July 13.—CircTTt Judge 


D. A. Russell of Pomeroy, O., suicided 
here at the Palace totel by shooting 
himself in his roum with a revolver. 
He left a scaled letter with special de- 
livery stcimp addressed to his wife. 
Judge Russsll was a candidate at the 
state Republican convention this year 
for nomination for supreme judge. 


His body \vas taken to the morgue 


to await the arrival of his sons, who 
are prominent attorneys in Pomeroy. 


Judge Russall served as judge of 


the Fourth judicial district of t!ie 
state for the past six years. He was 
born in Athens county, O., in 1840, 
and attended the Ohio university at 
Athens and the Y7esi<2ya.n institute at 
Delaware, O. During the civil war he 
served in Company C, Fourth Virginia 
infantry, and was! mustered cut of the

He studied law in Cincin- 


nati, being admitted to the bar in 
186G. 
and was subsequently a member 


of the committee which revised the 
constitution of Ohio.

mine in Colorado, failed to materialize 
the expected results.
